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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 31-81 is now canceled based on the non-elected claims dated 9/12/2005. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The applicant's argument that Huang et al. failed to disclose a method of 
manufacturing an electrode, comprising the steps of mixing dry carbon and dry binder 
particles, and forming a self-supporting film from the dry particles without the use of any 
processing additives. The examiner finds this argument persuasive. Therefore, the 
examiner made decision to allow this limitation over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to clams 1-28, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a process for manufacturing an electrode for use in an energy storage 
device product, the process comprising the steps of: 
supplying dry carbon particles; 
supplying dry binder; 
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dry mixing the dry carbon particles any dry binder; and 
dry fibrillizing the dry binder to create a matrix within which to support the 
dry carbon particles as a dry material. 
With respect to claims 29-30, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a method of manufacturing an electrode, comprising the steps of mixing 
dry carbon and dry binder particles, and forming a self-supporting film from the dry 
particles without the use of any processing additives.
